control of such pontoon bridge, and shall on or betore
the first day of April in each year, apply for and ob-
tain a license for the operation of their respective
pontoon bridges, and at that time pay to the treasurer
of the state as a fee or charge therefor, a sum equal Tax npon gross
to two per centum of the gross earnings of their re- exnines.
sgective pontoon bridges, and upon such payment it
shall be the duty of the treasurer to issue to the com-
gany or person so owning or operating said pontoon

ridge, a license or certificate in the form now pro-
vided in such case for railroad companies, which li-
cense shall commence on the first day of January, in
each year, for which the same was issued, and shall
expire, unless lawfully revoked, on the 31st day of
December next succeeding the date of its issue, and
no other or greater sum shall be required for licens-
ing such pontoon bridges.

Section 2. If any company, corporation or person Penalty for =
